LONDON, Wednesday, March 27. — 
Telegraphing late on Tuesday, the 
correspondent of The Daily Mail at

“This German reserve,” he adds,

BERLIN, March 26. (via Lon- 
don:J|—The capture of Noyon, Roye,

Chaulnes) is announced by the night 
report from General Headquarters, 
which also states that the German 
forces have crossed the old. Somme 
battle line at many points. 

The day report. stated that 
Biaches, Barleux, and Etalon were 
captured by the Germdn forces yes- 
terday in the operations north of the. 
Somme. 

Fresh British troops which ‘at- 
tacked the German lines violently 
from the direction of Albert were 
driven. back after a bitter struggle, 
it is stated. 

More than 100 tanks were lying.in 
the. positions captured by the Ger- 
mans, it is added, and the guns 
taken now number 963. 

Since the beginning of, the battle, 
says the’ statement, ninety-three 
allied airplanes and ‘six captive bal- 
loons have been brought down. 

The night report reads: 


A new phase has set in in the tre- 
mendous battle on both sides of the 
Somme. The enemy is retreating 
on a wide front. 

During the pursuit we have al- 
ready crossed at many points our 
old positions before the Somme bat- 
tle in 1916 in a westerly direction. 

We are before Albert. Lihons, 
Roye, and Noyon has. been taken. 

The day report reads: 


In continuation of the great battle 
in. France, our troops yesterday 
achieved fresh successes. English 
‘divisions, brought up from Flanders 
and: Italy, and French. divisions 
threw themselves, against our troops 
in desperate attacks. They were 
defeated.

SLACKENING IN THE NORTH 


German Forces Are Engaged in 
New Movements, However, 
and Another Drive Expected. 


LONDON, March 26. — All day 
long the German: forces have. been 
pounding hard on the battlefront 
south of the Somme, while to’ the 
north of the river as far as the.

ALLIED RESISTANCE 
-IS SHOWING RESULTS 


Germans Are Throwing in Their 
Reserves Without Regard . . 
to Losses. 





WITH ‘THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
PHANCD, Marth 26, (Associated Press.) 
—The Gérmans today followed up their 
progress: of yesterday at Nesle, on the 
gouthern battle front, by’ launching. a 
terrific assault against the British along 
& lné running, roughly, between Hat- 
tendeurt ana the fegion of Roye. 

The British, co-operating with their 
Frefich-: allies, were ‘meeting the on- 
slaught doggedly afd gallantly, and 4 
sanguinery struggle was in progress this 
afternoon. 

Further horth the enemy algo devel-+ 
oped a fresh offensive movement to the 
south of Suzanne, which lies a little 
northeast of Bray-sur-Bomme, but the 
Germans were pushing with - less 
strength here than further south, pos- 
sibly for strategic reasons. 

‘These two sectors were the scene of 
most important operations today, al- 
though fighting was if progress along 

» the whole great battle front. 

In the northefh settor, about Achiét- 
le-Grand, Logeast Wood and northward, 
ewhere such desjerate fighting was 
waged yesterday, the Germans had not 
renewed their attacks in strength up to 
@ late hour this forenoon. 

The Allies today were probably in 
better condition to contest the German 
advance than they had been since the 
beginning of the defensive. 

There is reason to beliévé that im- 
portant ‘events will be recorded within 
a few hours, which may lead to a bet- 
terment of the position of the armies 
witich are meeting the German on- 
slaught. 

The enemy is fighting desperately 
hard against time. On the first day his 
reséfves were reduced to fifty-two di- 
visions. At the end of the second day 
somé forty divisions from the reserves 
hed been put in. 

The capture of Nesle yesterday by the 
enémy was achieved after Reavy fight- 
ing over a considerable front. The Ger- 
mans advanced in strength both north 
and south of the town and by press- 
ing the defending lines back in. these 
places formed a: salient from which 
the Allies were forced to withdraw, 
leéving Neslé in the hands of the 

 enmeniy. Heavy fighting today inh this 
section was forecast by the appéarance 
of new masses of ‘troops which the Ger- 
mans brought up, ready for another 
ih. 
. 6 fighting on Sunday’ and Monday 
in’ the néighborhood of Ervillers was 
most bitter. Throughout Sunday night 
afd the early hours Monday the Ger- 
mans kept presding against the satub- 
bernly contending British, who fought 
with such desperation against over- 
whelming odds that they repelled the 
onrushing infantry. After a bréath- 
ing spell in the early morning the Ger- 
mans again made a heavy assault be- 
tween Ervillers and Gomiecourt and 
were caught in the British artillery 
rre and crushed.

GERMANS BEHIND SCHEDULE. 


British Guns and Airmen Big Factors 
in Slowing Up Foe. 


LONDON, March 26.~Yestéerday was 
the blupreme day for the British guns 
ners, ‘says the Reuter correspondent at 
British Headquarters. 

Attacking from north of Ervillers” to 
the point of British contact with the 
French, the Germans were. held wp 
nearly everywhére by the ceaseless in+ 
tensity of the British artillery fire. ‘

British airmen last night made pande- 
mohium of every céntre of concentration 
of traffic béhind the German front 
Tens of thousands of rounds were fired 
point blank inte enemy forttationa, 
while airmen fulfilled effectively their 
réle as eyes of the artillery. 

Prisoners say that the advanee of the 
Germans is béhind their schedule. The 
tenacity of the British reésistanee, they 
report, exceeded anything the Germans 
déetned possible. They complain of 
great privation&, of acéotint of lack of 
Suppliés, ahd extreme wéafiness is als6 
télliig heavily. Owing to the , dense 
masses of stipporting troops, however, 
the énemy is able to replenish his for- 
ward line with fresh units... 

The weather remains dry; thus favor- 
ing the éhemy. 

The ¢orrespondent adds: 

‘The spirit and determination of the 
British troops are éxcélleiit.”’ 


BRITISH WOUNDED JN PARIS. 


Hospitals Are Caring for Allied Sele 
diérs for the First Time. 
PARIS, March 2.—The firat jot of 
British wounded from the German of:

pital trali today.. They were distributed 
among the Paria hospitals. 
This is the first timé British wounded 
have béen sént here, although numbers 
passed through Paris durifig the early 
months of the war on their way to the 
Versailles Palace, which was thén used 
as 4 British hospital.

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The: punishment inflicted oh the Ger- 
-‘Mans in Monday’s fighting avout Ba- 
paume séHously affected their fighting 
in yesterday's battles. It will be re- 
membered that before Bapaume on Mon- 
day occurred the bitterést fighting of 
the day. Thé British aftillery held the 
heights to the west of the town all dur- 
ing the day, and broke up attack after 
attack as soon as it was launched. 
Fihally, however, thé British were 
forced to withdraw to the west, leaving 
the villagé in Gérman hands. 

Yesterday morning the attacks were 
resumed, but soon lapsed, so that in the 
afternoon there was relative quiet, 
broken only by a number of purely local 
éngagements. The British took advan- 
tage of the opporttinity to rectify their 
positions and retired without great 
pressure ‘behind the Ancre brook to the 
positions they héld 6n July.1, 1916, when 
the battle of thé Somme opened. 

North of: the Ancre from the point 
where it tufns eastward (at Beatdourt) 
the line is still somewhat east of the 
old position, cutting across the north- 
eastern ¢orner of the former salient. 
The British withdrawal here seems to 
have been rathér deliberate. There is 
indéed reason why this should be so. 
Just to the north the new line joins the 
old on the banks of the Scarpe River. 
The old line here ig pecuilarly favorable 
tu the British, due to the fact that all 
of the high ground is in British hands. 
This is the ground that was taken as 
a result of the battle of Vimy Ridge. 

With this ground in British hands the 
énd of the German advance north of the 
Somme is in sight. They cannot péne- 
trate much farther to the weést until 
Vimy i8 retaken. This fidge commands 
the gréund to the south 48 well as to 
the east, and was while in the hands 
of the Germans a veritable bulwark of 
defense. 


The Germans are already well to the 
east of it along the Ancre. When the 
British to the north of this stream. re- 
tire to their former positions the limit 
will probably be reached. Such a wedge 
as the Germans are drivifig cafinot go 
on. indefinitely without exposing the 
attacking troops to great danger from 
an attack delivered from along the base 
of the wedge. We must, therefore, sée 
ene of two things—either a cessation of 
the German advance forth of the 
Somme or a change in the direction of 
the attack from westward toward the 
north, and in the latter fighting the 
British would have a detided adVan- 
tage. They would be fighting from 
higher ground. Théy would be fight- 
ing. from positions which have not yet 
been affected by the German offensive, 
with theif -artiliery intact and a full 
supply of ammunition at hand. 

Moreover, the defending troops are eri+ 
tirely fresh, not having been in action 
pfor months. The German artillery on 
the othef hand must have its ammuni- 
tion brodght up over a difficult country 
tinleas the attack should come. from 
the east, or in other words be a frontal 
@ttack. Suéh 4n attack is not alto- 
géther probable because of the great ads 
vantage in terfain which the defensive 
positions possess. 

It may be, however, that such an at- 


tack will bé made in conjunction with 
one ffom tHe south. Ih othér words, 
when the Germans consider that they 
have reached the limit of théir west- 
ward advance north of the Somme, they 
will then turn north, striking at the 
Arras positions ffom the rear, while at 
the same time pressing the fighting 
against the ridge from the front. 

But the British cannot be permitted 
to hold north of the Scarpe while the 
Germans continue to advance south of 
the Scarpe. The two aré not ih any 
Way consistent. 

Of one thing we may be certain... The 
British do not intend té pérmit the Ger- 
mans to continue the drive indefinitely 
without striking back. We may be 
equally certain that it is not Genéral 
Haig'’s intention to strike back wnhtil he 
has reason te believe that the odds aré 
in his favor. His retreat north of the 
Somme was not apparently compulsory. 
And if it were not it was made with the 
purpose of having the Gérmans follow 
him. This may indicate that the hour 
of his great countereffort is approach- 
ing. 

This gives particular emphasis to the 
relation of Vimy Ridge and the entire 
Arras series of positions to the present 
battlefield. This is to some extént in- 
dicated also by the British report of 
last night. For the first time sincé the 
German offensive opened the British 
report gives in full the location of the 
British lines. Previously this practice 
was abstained from with the explana- 
tion that to do so might give the enemy 
information of value. Now apparently 
it is of no importance whether the ene- 
my knows or not. This may or 
may fot havé any significance, but it 
is a departure from the practice of the 
past few days which might beat watch- 
ing, 

South of the Somme the Germans have 
been attacking fircely, the blow falling 
against the combined French and Brit- 
ish forces. Here thé apparent German 
object is to make the line of cleavage 
thé junction of thé British and French, 
te open a breach betwéeén them and then 
to roll up the British right. In this 
they have failed. There is not. the 
slightest indication of a break. The 
Germans are and have been continuous- 
ly faced with a continuous line. 

The Germans have, howeVér, been suc- 
cessful in forcing their way forward 
adross the Oise and moving west almost 
to the old battle line. After hard fight- 
ing about Noyon, the French vacated 
the town, falling back south of the high- 
way from Noyon to Roye; the Germans 
followed closely, but the highway being 
commanded by a line of heights which 
parallel its route weére. soon halted. 
Further to the north they Were more 
suécessful and penetrated as far west 
as Roye, which they oeéupied in the 
morfiing. . Befotfe Chaulhes they were 
also checked for. the time being so that 
the day closed just before the old posi- 
tions were reached. 

The gfeat danger now appears to be 
iri.the otitcome of the fighting in this 
part of thé field. The Germans have 
apparently decided to concentrate their

Sees Great German: Offensive 
Wasting Its Strength 
Against Allied Line. 


AMIENS FOE’S OBJECTIVE 


Charges if’ Close Formation More 
Compact Than in 1914 Cause of - 


Terrible Losses.

WASHINGTON, March 26.—France’s 
cofifidencé that the great ‘German ‘6f- 
fensive is wasting its strength against 
the allied line is voiced in an official 
dispatch réceived -here today “from 
Paris. . The message quotes at léngth 
from today’s Petit Journal to show that 
the Germans; though suffering tremen- 
dous losses in massed advances,. have 
failed to attain their objectives. and 
that’ the present situation is satisfac- 
tory in the Allies. Following is the. dis- 
patéeh : 

“The French press: continues to view 
with calm confidencé the dévelopments 
of the gigantic battlé which has been 
going on for five days. This eonfidence 
ig based upon all the experiences of this 
war. Each time that the Germans have 
attempted a movement against the 
troops in the west, the effort after a 
certain amount of success always of & 
temporary character has ended in being 
broken against the barrier of the allied 
armies. 

“The great example before all minds 
is that of the Marne, where Germany 
had. every advantage on her side, thanks 
to her preparation; to the superiority ‘of 
her man power and her heavy artillery, 
and her hidden attack across violated 
Belgium, but she was defeated. Today 
she is fighting against the powerful 
Franco-British armies accustomed +to 
war, and well supplied. Her effort will 
again be stopped. Such is the firm and 
calm conviction of French opinion, the 
expression of which is seen this morn- 
ing in thé press. 

“The Petit Journal says: 

“It appears that while attacking 
from the beginning on the whole of the 
front the Germans have brought their 
principal efforts to the west of St. 
Quentin. In thus acting they wished to 
upset thé English, reach the Somme, 
and. to. sectiré for ‘theimselvés iti this 
direction a route to Amiens, which they 
want at all ¢osts to possess ifi order to 
separate the English from the French 
afiies. It is for this object that the 
German centre has made for three days 
such gigantic efforts. 

‘‘* Hindered by the force of the he- 
roic resistance of the English, Prince 
Rupprecht of Bavaria, always with the 
idea of reaching Amiens, determined to 
fealize his program by passing. around 
the obstruction by the north. It is thus 
that he ordered his right wing operating 
north of Péronne to engage itself com- 
pletely, Under the furious blows. of the 
assailants, the English have been 
obliged to withdraw, but the obstinacy 
With Which they have fought has per- 
mitted them to take thé necessary meas- 
ures to oppose the plans of the enemy. 

““* Finally, the left wing, operating 
south of St. Quentin, appears to have 
had for its mission the object of effect- 
ing a diversion in order to favor the 
march toward. Amiens. Prince Rup- 
precht expectéd tindoubtedly that his 
troops, marching in the direction of 
Paris, would absorb the attention of the 
adversary. But the intervention of the 
French troops has disturbed this calcu- 
lation. Our pollus, although much less 
numerous, have replaced the English in 
titia sector, so that our aliles tat dispose 
of all thtir teserves to continue the fight 
on the éthér sectors. Our pollus, froin 
the moment of theif entry into the line, 
in spite of their numerical inferiority, 
have set the enemy at bay, inflicting 
upon him terrible losses, atid only yield- 
ing ground inch by inch by order of their 
command. The defensive struggle is 
eontinuing in the region north of Noyon 
while waiting for the right moment to 
give a counterthrust, 

“* The Germans have not done any- 
thing further than apply the formula 
from which they cannot depart, but 
which they plan on a Colossal scale. 
Chargés in close formation, more com- 
pact than in 1914. Everywhere the Ger- 
tans have attacked in such close waves 
that the individuals could hardly be dis- 
tinguished from each other. The result 
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“The military critic of the Petit Jour- 
nal makes the observation that the Ger- 
man command js far from having at- 
tained his objectives. He writes:  ~ 

‘“* The enemy is adopting; at least to’ 
all appédfances, the plan of limited ob-' « 
jectives.; He announces the sucteas of 
the first phase of the battle with. a haste 
Which does dt precisely indicate’ ah 
overwhelming confidenée if the future. 
If we must take the Germans at their 
word we have then the right to affirm. 
that at the end of four days they have 
fot feachea the Objectives which aé- 
cording to their own plans had been as- 
signed them for the first day. If 
reality the line in tront of which they 
have stopped would; if conquered, have 
been the fifst great restilt of the action. 

“Until now the result attained does 
not excéed that Which ts pfatticallyin- 
evitable in an action Where such ener- 
getic methods have been brought to 
bear. We have always attained the 
same, and it is not to be supposed that 
the enemy in eriploying enormous foréed 
would not havé the same fortune, It ts 
very difficult to realize that he has 
used half of his divisions in the west 
solely for the pleasure of gaining’ a lim- 
ited extent of ground of the ustal pre- 
Portions in an operation of this thar- 
acter.’ 

“ The Petit Journal algo Rave 4 résumé 
of the military situation as follows: 

«The Germans have in front of them 
an adversary whose tehadity is well 
knowh, and who has at his disposal 
every means and every resource to con* 
tinue the strugglé vietotiously. On the 
other hand, one must not forget that 
the Gefmans for thé reasoh of, their 
advance, and in spite of the arrival of 
reserves, will find it necéssary to pause 
and bring up their heavy artillery to 
the new line of ‘combat. The Enélish 
can then count upon a certain delay 
to prepare for the new attack Which 
they will have to meet. To support 
them the French are on their right, 
south of Tergnier, ready for any ad- 
vance. 

“* Thus, then, in ‘eptte of the English 
withdrawal, and for reason of the san- 
guinary losses sustained by the enemy, 
the situation is not of a nature to dis- 
turb in any way our confidetice in the 
issue of the battle which Fas been com- 
mehced, and whose déevelopmetit in the 


near future we can await without dis- 
quietude.’

Gradually as the hours passed 
on- Sunday and Monday the French

LONDON, March: 26.+A dispatch 
from Zurich quotes the Munien -New- 
este Nactirichten of Sanday as com- 
menting of ‘the offensive on the 
western battlefront:

In addition to being authorized to 
employ troops to enforce his orders, the 
dictator may have all persons who 
hinder operations tried by military tri- 
bunals.

To clear the way for these 
certificates the House Ways and Means 
Committee today tentatively approved 
raising the authorized limit of outstand- 
ing certificates from $4;000,000,000, as 
at present, to $8,000,000,000, : 

Loans to allies will be continued during 
the next fiscal year, which starts July 
1, and, although more than $2,000,000,000 
authorization for: this purpose still re- 
mains, Congress, at the Secretary's re- 
quest, is expected to approve extension 
of further credits in the sum of $1,500,- 
000,000. Mr. McAdoo estimates that this 
will be sufficient to fill allied needs until 
October, and another authorization will 
be asked of Congress before’ the amount 
is-used up. Actual credits and payments 
are made at the Secretary's discretion, 
subject only to the limitations imposed 
by the act of Congress. : 

Secretary McAdoo will. appear tomor- 
row before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to explain further the details 
of the bfll under consideration provid- 
ing for additiona] authorization of the 
issuance of $4,500,000,000 Liberty bonds, 
of more certificates and allied loans.

“‘ Now, as to labor—our strong right 
arm!..

I am fully 
aware that I am flying in the face of 
a growing popular sentiment that men 
should be drafted into the industry 

shich supperts. the. battte lines, but fF 
Fish to put ‘myself on record as being 
opposed. to the conscription of labor. 
Ido ‘not belfeve conscription necessary, 
for I believe labor itself will produce 
conditions which will render idle all 
thought ‘of conscripting workmen. The 
vast majority.of our workmen are men 
of intelligence, and when they come to 
a full realization of the fact that any 
defection on; their-part now will. not only 
imperil the nation, but .will injure their 
fellow-workers in .almost every field 
of industrial activity; I feel sure they 
will respond to all rary ay made upon 
them. nless they -fully their part, 
their brothers will. suffer. 

‘“It would’ be useless to manufacture 
material and supplies and pile up the 
products on the arves if there are no 
ships to transport them. So, unless our 
ship workers do their best,.; other in- 
dustries must: slow down or halt com- 
pletely, with the result that thousands 
of workers throughout the country will 
suffer for lack of employment. I believe 
that labor has. begun. to realize that 
fact, but .I ‘want to drive it home to 
them; for there are some, I_ regret to 
say, who do not yet sense their respon- 
sibility. There are. many who are not 
working ‘to their full’ capacity. There 
are many who,: because of the high 
wagers they are earning, are prone to 
take too many holidays... Labor gener- 
aljy throughout ‘our shipyards is today 
reuel vite the highest. rate of wages 
ever paid for similar work in the. his- 
tory of the world. . The itional cost 
of our ships, due to increased wages in 
shipyards covering the. program we 
have: mapped out, will be-in excess of 

,000,000, We-expect, and-we have a 
right to expect; the country has a right 
to expect, that labor will render for 
this Increase of wages a corresponding 
increase in production—that is, the out- 
put of ships. ° 

“All has not gone smoothly in_ the 
labor situation,’ and there. have been 
times when this phase of the problem 
was enough to cause discouragement. 
The vast majority of. laboring men are 
seni the leaders whom I _ have 

nown through close -contact, in Wash- 
ington, ‘especialy Mr. Gompers,and his 
immediate associates, have my confi- 
dence, and the count recognizes their 
patriotism. With only one exception, 
‘the ‘leaders of the shipyard:crafts gen- 
erally have shown a spirit of co-opera- 
tion, ready to sink their personal differ- 
ences in the common’ pool of patriotism. 

** We. have established a labor adjust- 
ment ‘board whose complete fairness 
cannot’ be questioned. The -scale of 
wages awarded by this board has been 
most liberal. e have not blamed 
,labor for’ the reduced, average output 
in various yards, There are ‘some labor 
restrictions which wé would like to see 
removed — restrictions against output. 
We’ would. like to see the whole body of 
labor put forth its. maximum effort, en- 
couraging each individual workman, to 
do his best, without any fear of estab- 
lishing , new ‘ average. standards when 
they incréase thé output.” When all the 
leaders and all the men take this view 
of the national’ emergency, the effi- 
ciency of allh,the yards will be measur- 
ably increased.

PASSES POSTAL PAY BILL. 


House Ratifies Increase for Prac- 
‘ tleally All Employes in Service. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—The House 
tonight passed a bill granting perma- 
nent increases of 10 to 20 per cent. in 
the salaries of virtually all postal em- 
ployes, providing for ‘ postal savings 
stamps,” appropriating $300,000 for ex- 
periments in motor truck service, prin- 
cipally to transport food to the larger 
cities, and setting 24 cents an ounce as 
the maximum price to be charged for 
delivery of mail by airplane.

Rural letter carriers receiving $1,200 
or less, 20 per cent., with $25 a year for 
every mile more than twenty traveled 
by the carrier on his regular route. 

Clerks in first and second class Post 
Offices divided. into six grades, with in- 
creased salaries ranging from ‘$1,000 to 


1,500, 

Railroad postal clerks are divided into 
ten grades at increased salaries, yanging 
from $1,100 to $2,000. 

In first and se‘oad class offices all 
employes aot otherwise provided for, 
from Assistaat Postmasters to char- 
women, get 15 per cent. ‘ncrease if re- 
eeiving $1,200 or les3, and 10 Er cent. 
if receiving from $1,200 to $1,800.

MILLIONS MAY BE NEEDED. 
General LEonaRD Wood, whom. the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee 
found a ready and well-informed wit- 
ness, urged that the American forces 
in France be increased to 2,000,000 
men this year, if tonnage is available. 
When Secretary BAKER appeared be- 
fore the same committee on Jan. 28 
he thought that the prospect of find- 
ing the shipping was “ not unpromis- 
ing.” Half a million men would be 
“in France early in 1918,” he said, 
“and we have available 1,500,000. who 
“in 1918 can be shipped to France.” 
Apparently the total the Secretary 
had in mind would not quite come up 
to General Woop’s, for Mr. BAKER 
seemed to be counting twice a part of 
his million and a half available for 
transportation. ‘There are not really 

2,000,000 Americans in the field and 
‘undergoing training at the present 
time, but that number could soon be 
exceeded. Four months of intensive 
training would prepare the new incre- 
ments for transportation. But there 
is the eternal “if”: would enough 
shipping be available? 

So often has the question been an- 
swered in the negative by tonnage 
calculators that only assurances of 
unexpected activity in the building 
yards would make the apparition of. 
Hope substantial. Troops can be 
transported in other steamships than 
the four-ftinnel class, which carry 
from 5,000 to 7,000 men a trip and 
could accommodate at a pinch several 
thousand more. Ships will go into -the 
water rapidly from many of. the 730 
steel and wooden ways which Chair- 
man HuRLEY promises will soon be 
ready. After ‘unconscionable delays, 
America is going to see a miracle in 
her building yards. ‘With ships in 
commission, borrowed, and to he’built, 
it is conceivable that berth space 
could be found for at least 1,500,000 
more soldiers destined for France this 
year. 

‘General Woop returns to his old 
plan of having 5,000,000 men in train-

-seas and in camps at homé. He pro-

If there is to be a long war—and 
that will’ soon be determined should 


\the great battle in France result in a 


deadlock—General Woon’s 5,000,000 
men. willbe needed. If the Germans 
had our resources in. man power they 
would raise the total without letting 
te grass grow under their feet: Men 
of purblind vision and little Americans 
will declare that camps and equip- 
ment could not be provided for 3,000,- 
000 more soldiers. It would be neces- 
sary to double the camp and’canton- 
ment accommodations. “A large 
army is in the field and in training,” 
Secretary BaxkER told the Sehate com- 
mittee, “so large that further incre- 
“ments to it ‘can be. adequately 
“equipped and trained as rapidly as 
“those already in training can be 
“transported.” Evidently Mr. BAKER 
saw no difficulty in furnishing half of 
the -3,000,000. For the other half 
the necessary quarters and training 
grounds could be built by those con- 
tractors whose rapid work in 1917 
recommends them. As for. the equip- 
ment,.it should be feasible to expand 
shops and factories engaged in sup- 
plying the army. 

To organize, equip, and train 3, 000, - 
000 additional men would take a year 
and a half at least. It would be the 
part of wisdom to assume that they 
will be needed before Germany is 
whipped into accepting peace terms, 
composed by the Western Allies to se- 
cure a lasting peace. Great Britain, 
it must be borne in mind, has put 
5,000,000 men in the field, and the 
military advantage is still with Ger- 
many. 

THE THIRD LIBERTY LOAN. 

The third Liberty Loan, to be formal- 
ly offered on the anniversary of our 
entrance into the war, has a “paptism 
of blood on its announcement. That 
makes it impossible to forget that the 
loan has a military as well as a finan- 
cial aspect, ‘and must be judged in 
both respects. Taking the more agree- 
able view first, the moderation. of the 
amount asked for is a relief to the 
money market. The loan has been so 
much overprepared for’that there are 
now released resources available’ for 
other uses. “The banks. which . were 


‘able, to! fifidnce a) five-pillion offering 


car’ take thrée billions for themselves 
and their customers, and still have left 
resources adequate :to: finance the tax 
payments which have béen a source 
of some trouble, or fears of trouble, 


both to the taxpayers and to the Treas- 
(ury. The funds which are given to 


the Treasury will ‘be spent quickly, 
and thus... will be at the service of 
trade and ioe mal fe almost as soon as 
gathered. 
There still remains mimics for the 
War Finance Corporation to do, but 
the reduction of its resources will, not 
be felt so much as before the reduc- 
tion of the loan’s total. Practically 
two-thirds of the loan has already 
been raised in the form of certificates 
issued in anticipation, and to that ex- 
tent has already been spent. There 
will remain to the Treasury as free 
funds hardly more than one -billion, 
and that goes but a little way on the 
modern scale of war. Consequently, 
the relief now felt is at the cost of 
further application to the money mar- 
ket, and for that authority is taken in 
double form.. Oversubscriptions will 
be accepted, and the total to be au- 
tWorized will include $4,500,000,000 
for future use. 
The announcement, therefore, is of a 
minimum, and there remains an op- 
tion to takers of the bonds to make 
the: total rival any of the great war 
demonstrations. So much _ depends 
upon the -battle now raging that the 
loan appears amid a greater war feel- 
ing than its predecessors. Our appre- 
ciation of our duty'to our allies is 
stimulated. by the demonstration of 
their sacrifices. They are war weary, 
and are made so to some extent by the 
fact that-.we saved ourselves at their. 
expense by our delay in appreciating 
that this is a war in which it is .im-. 
possible to be neutral on the issues 
and impossible to take a share half- 
heartedly. The form of the offering 
is little different from a challenge to 
the people to say. how much interest 
they thke in smashing Kaiserism and 
whether they wish the job done by 
loans or taxes: The first loans of 
two and ‘three billions, respectively, 
were each oversubscribed by half. ‘No 
oversubscription. was ‘accepted on the 
first loan, and only half of the over- 
subscription was taken on the second. 
If, this loan- should be only equally 
oversubscribed, and all should be ac- 
cepted, its total would exceed the sec- 
ond loan, and would indicate both 
growing interest in the war ard prac- 
tically) a mandate for financing by 
loans rather than by taxes. It must 
be admitted that our loans have. suc- 
ceeded better than our taxes, and that 
‘the chofce is made easier by the com- 
parative lowness of the rate at which 
the funds are. accessible. ° 

The rate of 4% per cent. is a compro- 
mise. ~ Lenders of money naturally 
wanted a rate both higher*and more 
convenient in calculations. The Treas- 
ury conceded an increase at all with 
reluctance, and accompanied it with an 
ultimatum. The rate is not to be in- 
creased again, and the. conversion . 
eo is attored for the last time. 





With each new conversion the increase 
of rate becomes, more burdensome, and 
the hope of future increases puts a 
premium for‘delay on the part of those 
who like to start at the top. The 
times and amounts of payment are 
not settled. ‘All that is announced re- 
garding tax privileges is that the bonds 
are acceptable in payment of inher- 
itance taxes. That relieves large 
holders from the necessity of liquida- 
tion of other securities, perhaps at a 
loss, and. also offers a discount on the 
taxes paid to the extent of any dis- 
count on the bonds. 

A sinking find of “5 per eénté per 
“annum for the period of the war.and 
“ for one year thereafter ” is a surprise 
and an innovation. Heretofore Amer- 
ican sinking funds have been for the 
redemption of loans at maturity. No 
sinkirig fund ever acted as planned. 
Some have been excessive, some defi- 
‘cient, some have been robbed, -and 
others have robbed the taxpayers, al- 
though: honestly administered regard-. 
ing theft. The sinking funds of the 
United States, New York State,..and 
New York City are no exceptions to 
this generalization, although above,the 
average in their results. This sinking 
fund is not for payment of the loan, 
but for maintenance of the market 
price. _It might suffice if confined to 
the redemption of the bonds of orig- 
inal takers compelled to sacrifice their 
investments by unforeseen conditions, 
As a fund for the maintenance of the 
general market, it is both inadequate 
and uncalled for. The Treasury has 
relations only with the original sub- 
scribers. It is without responsibility 
to those who buy cheap, intending to 
sell dear, and who now have a reli- 
ance in addition to the market with 
which they are familiar and which is 
all they are entitled to. The proposal 
is surprising. because’ Secrefary -Mc- 


“Apoo had condemned the idea. 


In the military aspect the smallness 
of the offering is less pleasing. The 
amount is small because our produc- 
tive powers have been unable to use 
the money provided. We have not 
built ships or airplanes as intended, or 
perhaps as we should have done. We 
have not exported food to our allies 
freely for lack of shipping, and we 
have imported even from them some 
thing's we ought to have made for our- 
selves, without burdening them. From 
this point of view it would be better 
that we should have had a couple of 
billions more in the loan,: represented 
by more ships, avions, and men fit to 
fight. Our allies have been indulgent 
toward our difficulties, but there is no 
doubt that their feeling is growing 
that we are failing them, and more 
because of ‘lack of appreciation of 
their necessity than from lack of 
power. The facts are on the record. 
On the facts, who can be glad that the

CANADA’S WHEAT FIELDS. 

For our wheat growers in the North- 
west there is a stimulating example 
of energy in the preparation for a 
great crop on the other side of the 
Canadian boundary.’ They have been 
urged by the Government to plant 
for the greatest yield on record. Last 
year we had 18,511,000 acres of 
Spring wheat; they are told that this 
year. there should be 21,000,000. But 
recent reports from the Spring wheat 
States predict a decrease instead of 
an addition. Canada’s wheat crop 
last year was 232,000,000 bushels. 
It is expected now that the planted 
area this Spring will be much en- 
larged. Manitoba counts upon the 
greatest quantity ever harvested in 
that province; Alberta estimates her 
increase at 20 per cent., and nearly. 
2,000,000 acres were added last Au- 
tumn to the plowed lands of Sas- 
katchewan. “Many tractors will be 
used. The Government has bought 
1,000 and ordered as many more. 
These will be sold to farmers at cost. 
If the weather should not be excep- 
tionally unfavorable, the coming crop 
will-be much larger than last year’s. 

There is shortage of labor in Can- 
ada”as well as in our own. country, 
caused by the “withdrawal of many 
men for military, service and the at- 
tractions of war industries. It is 
estimated that the orders which have 
been placed in. Canada for munitions 
exceed $1,000,000,000. The shipyards 
now have $60,000,000 worth: of‘ ves- 
gels under contract. But.the farmers 
are not discouraged.

RED CROSS SUCCORS 
HOST OF REFUGEES 


American Workers Prompt to Give 
Help to Remove People 
from War Zone. 


PARIS, March  26.—Thousands - of 
refugees in towns and villages behind 
the British lines are being removed by 
the, American Red Cross. Thirty auto- 
mobile transport vehicles .have been 
working virtually all night and: day 
since the German offensive began, bring- 
ing out the people, and the transporta- 
tion department here has ordered -all 
available cars to the British frant. Two 
thousand refugees have already been 
brought to Paris by the ‘Red. Cross and 
provided with shelter here or sent to 
the homes’ of relatives or friends in 
neighboring towns. 

Red Cross auto trucks at the’ front 
have been under shellfire, but-no casual- 
ties among the personnel have been re- 
ported thus far. 

The first large batch se refugees 
reached Paris this morning. They were 
mostly women, children, and aged per- 
sons: who were awakened by the Red 
Cross workers in the early hours of Mon- 
day morning, taken to the railheads in 
the Camions, and thence transported to 
Paris on special trains.

10 LIRUT, ARNHEIM 


Funeral Services Held at Tem- 
ple Emanu-El for Royal Fly- 
ing Corps Member. 





DR. WISE DELIVERS EULOGY 


Rabbi, in ‘Paving High Tribute . to 
Aviator, Says This Is No Time 
' for Private Grief. 


Impressive funeral. services‘were held 
yesterday morning at. Temple Emanu-E} 
when military honors were paid to the 
memory of Lieutenant Samuel. Walter 
Arnheim of. the .British Royal Flying 
Corps, who was killed in an airplane 
accident at.Fort Worth, Texas, last 
Saturday. The interior of the templé 
was thronged. with uniformed officers 
of every arm-of the national service, as 
well as members of the British Royal 
Flying Corps. 

Companies of the Coast Artillery sta- 
tioned at Fort Wadsworth and Fort 
Hamilton, under the command of Cap- 
tain Percy Hamilton, were drawn up 
in the middle of the street as the hearse 
approached the Temple. When the cof- 
fin, covered by American and English. 
flags, was borne into the Temple, the 
artillerymen presented arms, and the 
band, of which Percy Grainger, the 
pianist, was a member, played ** Nearer 
My God to Thee.’ 

Dr. joseph silv erman offered a prayer 
and read the funeral service, after 
which Dr. Stephen §. Wise delivered 
the eulogy. P . 

‘‘inis is no time for private grief, 
said Dr. Wise, ‘‘ but for public service. 
This is not a burial but a transfigura- 
tion. ‘Lieutenant Arnheim saw in the 
cause for which we are fighting an 
opportunity for a great and noble serv, 
ice. He went into that service, deter- 
mined if need be to give up his life in 
order that the ideals of democracy 
ntight endure 

‘This youth who has given his life 
inthe service of the cause was more 
than an American. He was the symbol 
of something greater, a symbol that 
must never perish if we are to endure a 
free and an untrammeled people. He 
was America, with its unfaltering’ pur- 
pose, its unfailing will, its unshatterable 
faith, its sacrifical passion for the high- 
est and the holiest that men know.” 

Dr. Wise’s eulogy was followed by the 
playing of ** The Star-Spangled Ban- 
nev,’’ after which Dr. Wise and¢Dr. 
Silverman led the procession out of the 
temple to: the strains of Beethoven's 
march, ‘* The Death of a tlero.” 

Folluwing the services “the cortege was 
preceded up Fifth Avénue by mounted 
policemen and the military detachments’ 
of Coast Artillery. The burial took 
place at the Beth Olom Cemetery, Cy- 
press Hills, where the customary mili- 
tary salute was fired over the open 
gtave before interment. - 


DEBUSSY DEAD. 


French Composer Whose Master- 
piece Was ‘‘Pelleas et Melisande. ”? 


PARIS, March 26.—Claude Debussy, 
the noted composer, is dead at his home 
He was in his fifty-sixth year. 





Achille Claude Debussy was probably 
the best known of the younger French 
composers, his international fame in the 
operagoing worid resting chiefly in his 
operatic masterpiece, ‘‘ Pelléas et Méli- 
sande.’’ This work, first produced at 
the Opéra Comique in Paris in 3902, has 
been performed many times: in the 
United States, its first production in this 
country ee been at the Manhattan 
Opera House in hab York City during 
the season of 190 

Dobussy's Pena) rng the musical. world 
has: been a unique one owing to the radi- 
cally. individual, lines.on which: his. musi-, 
cal structures were erected, involving 
thé’ use of a different scale from the 
o:dinary diatonic scale, giving’ his mane 
rst 
success was in 188, with the cantata 
‘“‘L/Enfant Prodigue,’’ which gained him 
the Grand Prix de Rome. He was the 
composer of many compositions for or- 
chestra and many piano pieces. 

Debussy was. born. Aug. 22,. 1862, at 
St. Germain-en-Laye, Department’ ot 
Seine-et-Oise, France, and lived his life 
in Paris at a fine home in the Aventie 
du Bois de ng eae His parents were 
not musical; it was at an. aunt’s home 
at Cannes that he took, in 1871, a few 
piano lessons from an old Italian, who 
saw nothing remarkable in him. A wo- 
man relative of Verlaine, one who had 
herself studied with Chopin, was first 
to detect his talent, and she prepared 

him in 1875 for the Paris Conservatoire, 
a fellow pupil with Edward MacDowell. 

Under Guiraud, a French musician 
born in New Orleans, the young Pari- 
sian devoted himself to composition and 
won his prize of Rome in 1883 with 
‘The Prodigal Son.’’

The Norttt’ Meadow of Central Park 
 Wa& staked off yesterday morning: for 
the.construction of the set of proposed 
trenches modeled on those actually used 
fn ‘the war, which the Publicity De- 
partment of the Liberty Loan Commit- 
tee has planned as a publicity scheme 
to aid the third Liberty Loan. Thomas 
C. Desmond, the engineer who will be 
in charge of the construction, surveyed 
the entire North Meadow with members 
of his office staff. — 

Practically all of the North Meadow, 
it is said, will be taken up by. this ex- 
hibit: The proposed trench system itself 
will cover some five or six acres, and 
the inflow of ‘the public on all sides 
will use up most of the rest of the 
apace available in the North Meadow. 
It “proposed to show a sector of 
trenches some 400 feet in length, whil 
the depth from the front line to the 
al positions in as rear will be about 

ve or six hundred feet. 

It ‘is questionable whether the complete 
da ls of trench warfare can be shown 

the fulness that has been promised 
by the publicity department of the Lib- 
erty Loan Committee. In a depth of 
five or six hundred feet, whith is all 
that will be possible for the pro.osed 
miniature trench system in the park, it 
will be ‘extremely difficult to reproduce 
the construction of all the details of 
trench. life which ordinarily would ‘run 
back to a dépth of several miles. 

Statements have been made that the 
proposed trench ‘display: would include 
everything from advance listening posts 
and barbed-wire entanglements through 
advanced communication and reserve 
trenches to field’ gun positions, heavier 
batteries still further back, and _ air- 
geod hangars in the rear of al]. There 

now indication that the compression 
made necessary. by the available area 
will reduce this scheme to something con- 
siderably smaller. It. will probably be 
impossible to give more than two or 
three lines of Ngo with barbed ‘wire 
and perhaps a field gun emplacement 
or two in the rear. The actual con- 
struction of the trench system, it is 
said, is Iikely to start within two or 
three days. ; 

Keeps Restoration in Mind. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Desmond went 
over the ground with Edward A. Miller, 
Chief - Engineer of the Park Depart- 
ment, and Carl F. Pilat, the Park 
Roard’s landscape architect. At the 
elose of this trip of inspection, Mr. Des- 
mond said the first thing that he would 
bear in mind in the contruction of the 
proposed. trenches was the care of the 
permanent natural beauties of the park. 
and the arrangement of the system in 
such a way as to facilitate the restora- 
tion of the North Meadow as soon as 
possible. 

“TY have always been interested in

Condemning the Plan to Use 
: Central Park.. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Ifa bomb from a German Zeppelin 
should transform the Place Venddme or 
Trafalgar Square into a shell crater it 
is probable thag it would. be used at 
once as a centre of propaganda for 
strengthening the resistance of the 
French or English people -and as a 
place from which to. recruit troops or 
to advertise and market Liberty Loans. 
But do we believe that either England 
or France would deliberately create 
ruin of their choicest monuments for 
the sake of awakening the national 
morale? Would you slay yeur own child 
to illustrate the horror of its destruc- 
tion at-the hands of an enemy? 
*Something like this seems to be the 
reasoning of the undoubtedly patriotic 
gentlemen who have. conceived the idea 


Park into a demonstration field of the 
mechanism and devastation of war, To 
their minds, evidently, the meadow ‘is 
merely an unused piece of open ground 
nearest to’ the centre of population of 
New York City. That it is, on the con- 
trarys an essential part of the design 
of that work of art which is Central 
Park, and one of the chief ornaments 
of the city, no less sacred because made 
of trees and grass ‘than the historical 
squares of London or Paris or Venice, 
does not apparently occur to them. A 
building or a square can be replaced in 
a few weeks or months of labor. But 
a landscape which originated in the 
mind of an inspired designer sixty years 
ago for the refreshment of a city-pent 
people,-and has slowly grown and ma- 
tured and mellowed in the rain and wind 
and sun of many seasons, is a vastly 
more fragile and precious thing. To mar 
its beauty with trenches and craters is 
surely the most grotesque conception of 
advertising ingenuity that Philistine 
art has. yet perpetrated, It ‘deserves 
to rank with the most frightful of Ger- 
man atrocities, and is apparently in- 
spired by the same. motives: ‘ Anything 
to win the war.” But would it win? 
Just as much as mere atrocities have 
won, viz. resentment. Would you daub 
a liberty poster across a_ historical 
painting of rare or priceless value? 

If there is'one spot in the heart of 
New York where one can rest the mind 
from the continuous tension and horror 
of this increasing fury of war, which 
now touches us so closely, it is in the 
secluded walks of the park and espe- 
cially in the fair stretches of the sheep 
meadow. It is not large, but the art of 
the designer cheats the mind into a 
sense of space and distance and real re- 
moteness. -In place of this the bold, 
naked horror of trenches and craters 
and barbed-wire entanglements!

When all have been seated, at 
a givert hour, preferably while our 
estimable’ Board of Estimate is in ses- 
sion, let an aviator fly over the City 
Hall and drop a few tons of high ex- 
plosive, in such a manner as to “‘ visual- 
ize’? the London aerial attacks by the 
Huns. Those who have bought more 
than one bond may have the privilege 
of searching among the ruins, after the 
exhibition, for such souvenirs ‘as they 
may be able to find. 

The advantdges of this method of 
demonstration are that it is certainly 
novel and thrilling, and as far as the 
cost is concerned the City Hall could 
afterward be restored for a paltry few 
hundred thousand dollars.

Bedford, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors, 
and Walter C. Teagle, President, will | 
sit down to dinner together néxt Mon- 
day night in the Directors’ meeting room 
at 26 Broadway to launch the Standard 
Oi Company's new pemti..u-4tnvfuve re- 
lations with labor by-having the. highest 
officials: and the humblest laborers get 
personally acquainted with one another 
so as to straighten things out between 
themselves. - 

The workmen will be selected by their 
fellow-employes by secret ballots held 
today in the Bayonne, Bayway, and 
Eagle plants of the Standard O# Com- 
pany of New Jersey. Executive Assist- 
ant C. J. Hicks said yesterday: 

“We picked this time to propose the 
plan because there was not the slight- 
est ripple on the surface of our rela- 
tions with our employes. If there were 
some controversy on, this might be 
taken as a plan that we had adopted to 
meet it, but we waited until a time of 
complete harmony to put it in operation, 
because the plan is to be a permanent 
one and ‘is to be adopted, I believe, by 
Standard Oil companszes all over the 
country, affecting eventually 30,000 men 
er more.

CRIPPLED DESTROYER 
RAN DOWN GERMAN 


Disabled British Warship Put Up 
a Gallant Fight in- Engage- 
ment Off Dunkirk. 


LONDON, 
ment between allied and enemy destroyer 
squadrons off Dunkirk last Thursday 
the British destroyer Botha cut a Ger- 
man warship in half and took a leading 
part in the fight, although her main 
steampipe had been severed by a stray 
shell. 

Barly last Thursday morning the Brit- 
ish destroyers Botha and Morris and 
the French destroyers Capitaine Mehl, 
Magon, and Bouclier were patrolling the 
eastern waters of the English Channel 
when they heard enemy ships bombard- 
ing the coast of Dunkirk. They fired 
star shells, which had the effect of 
silencing the bombardment and scatter- 
ing the enemy. 

The, destroyers started in pursuit of 
the Germans in a northwesterly direc- 
tion and discovered eventually that the 
enemy ships were making for their 
base. A snm little fight ensued, accord- 
ing to the stories of eyewitnesses. 

None of the German torpedoes found 
a@.mark, but the Morris, emerging from 
an enemy smoke screen, cut off a Ger- 
man destroyer of a large type and 
torpedoed her at a range of 500 yards. 
There. was an explosion in the enemy 
vessel and she sank immediately. 

Meanwhile, the Botha had been crip-

they could and fired both their torpedoes 
at the two leading enemy boats.

The explanation was made ‘in reply to 
Mr. McCormick’s letter of complaint.

ks My Dear Mr. McCormick: 

‘*In connection with the matter of 
giving to the press casualty lists which 
contain the names of men Who are killed 
or wounded, and nothing else, the policy 
of the aepartment is found upon the 
following : 

‘* To put into the hands of the nearest 
relative or the friend given by the sol- 
dier in his emergency address, !prompt 
and accurate information concerning the 
casualty before anything is given to the 
press. 

** Second. To prevent any information 
appearing, in the papers which will be 


of. any possible assistance to the Ger- ; 


man cause. 

‘* The old system, which gave the date 
of the casualty, enabled the Germans to 
get “exactly what. effect was produced 
upon our troops in a raid of that. date; 
and you will be interested to know that 
the publication of the emergericy ad- 
adresses brought down upon the relatives 
a swarm of claim agents who guaran- 
teed that they would get from: the Gov- 
ernment the’ war risk insurance, | which 
is guaranteed by law to the proper 
inheritor; and, in spite of the fact that 
the department has in each case advised 
the nearest relatives that their claims 
will be adjusted by the Government and 
that they will be furnished the money 
that is due them without the interposi- 
tion of claim! agents, numbers of ‘poor 
people have yielded to the importunities 
of these agents and are thereby deprived 
of: a portion of what is justly their due. 

“The raids which are being conducted 
along our front, as you know, of course, 
are for the purpose of capturing ‘one 
soldier, if possible, with the object -of 
obtaining from him’ information about 
the organization which is opposed ta the 
German lines at that point. With the 
publication of the address of the nearest. 
relative the German agent in the United 
States approaches the relatives and ob- 
tains from them the information which 
Germany is attempting to obtain from 
our front by attacks on our forces. In 
France they publish no casualty lists at 
all, and the information reaches the 
relatives from the Mayor or Prefect of 
the town where the relatives live. who is 
required to communicate the facts to 
them verbally. 

“It may be of interest to you to know 
that the department is in receipt of 
letters from men of high standing in 
the country who have sons abroad pro- 
testing vigorously against any change 
in the, new system and demanding that 
no information shall be given to the 
press which could in any possible way 
be of assistance to- the Germans con- 
fronting their sons in France; and it 
has developed .also, according to -an 
official communication from the Red 
Cross, that the relatives ‘of men who 
are killed sin France are made the vic- 
tims of the most absurd propositions 
to exhibit themselves for money, &c., 
&c., making their grief the object of ex- 
ploitation by cheap notority seekers. 

‘The whole matter of a change in 
our former mettod in publishing casualty 
lists was brought up by, a cablegram 
from~ General Pershing, in which he 
stated that representatives of the French 
Government. had_ formally protested

“Would Aid Meney Market.’ 


DECISION LEFT TO McADOO 


Alvin W. Krech Asserts Treasury 
Certificates Alone Cannot Re- 
lieve Financial System. 


Bankers and business men generally 
are in favor of the Congressional pro- 
posals that ‘the Federal Income and Ex- 
cess Profits Tax law be afhended so ds 
to permit of the payment of taxes on the 
installment plan, instead of in bulk on 


‘Junie 16. Officers of the leading banks 


who were interviewed yesterday said 
that the distribution of the. payments 
over a long périod would help the money 
market’ and make it much easier for 
corporations, partnerships and _ indi- 
viduals to meet their payments. It was 
pointed out, however, that the advisa- 
bility’ of enacting the proposed. bills 
rested with the Treasury Department, 
which had to decide whether the requif%e- 
ments of the Government would permit 
of the postponment of part of the tax 


| payments. 


The question of installment payments 
may be considered from three angles: 
fist, that of the taxpayer; second, that 
of the banks; and third that of the 
Government. 

As for the taxpayer, a great mary of 
the large corporations and wealthy citi- 
gens have niade provision for meeting 
the tax payments by the purchase of 
Treasury certificates of indebtedness, 
which are acceptible in lieu of cash by 
collectors of internal revenue; but on 
the other’ hand, a great many taxpayers 
have been unable to set aside the neces- 
sary funds and are depending upon their 
banks to help them out. \ 

Inquiry among the banks elicited the 
information that they were expecting to 
be called on to finance the tax pay- 
ments of many, of: their customers. It 


was pointed out that if the loans madé ; 


to the taxpayers were Sprcad over @& 
lenger periud, it’ would have a_ benefi- 
cial effect on the money market, but 
ithe view was expressed that the total

‘* By all means,’’ he sai ‘ Congress 
should adopt this plan. Even thotigh 
the issué of Treasury certificates has 
been effective up to a~certain point in 
cushioning the payment shock, tne in- 
stallment plan is to be preferred’ be- 
cause the payments will put a heavy 
strain on the financial system that 
will be felt, even through the Treasury 
certificate plan. By all means that 
strain should be relieved.”’ 

Shipping Trade For Plan. 

Sentiment. in the shipping tradé is 
notably in favor of the installment plan 
for tax payments. The. shipping in- 
dustry in the United States feels the 
strain of the excess profits tax, as a 

whole, because of the peculiar condi- 
ticns which have governed it durinug Bae 
war. For most shipping firms, 
brokerage houses in particular, 1917 was 
the biggest year in their history. Profits 
ran far ahead of those for any other 
period. But many firms, particularly 
newly established ones, fn many cases, 
it is reported, either put all their profits 
back in the business or, in the case of 
some individual brokers or partnerships, 
spent their new-found wealth as fast as 
it ‘came in. 

If 1918 had seen a continuance of the 
“boom times ”’ in ehteping, they would 
have been able to pay their taxes easily, 
but, instead, 1918 sees the entire industry 
under such rigid Government control 
that the entire business of some firms 
has been practically ubsorbed, und in 
many other cases their profits have 
dwindled almost to nothing. As a re- 
sult, many of them are hard put to it 
to find the funds with which to pay 
their taxes on the big earnings of 1917. 

Among the big and_ well-established 
shipping firms, that of W. R. Grace 
& Co. is pre-eminent. For this. firm 
1917 was admfttedly a tremendously 
profitable year, and the excess rrofits 
tax which it will havé to pay is con- 
sequently very heavy. Vice President 
J. Louis Schaefer said yesterdav, how- 
ever, that he had amply —- for all 
tax payments by the gradual acquisition 
of Treasury certificates, so thal by the 
time the taxes fall due he will have 
sufficient: certificates in the treasury of 
the company to cover the full amount. 

_‘ None the less,’’ said Mr. Schaefer, 

‘we are heartily in favor of the in- 
stalanone pliant for tax payments. Al- 
thcugh we have been able to provide 
in advance for our own payments, many 
other, firms undoubtedly have not been 
sc fortunate, and in any case, even 
with the Treasury certificates on the 
market, the strain on the financial mar- 
ket is unnecessarily severe. im- 
oses a needless handicap upon many 
irms by restricting their use of their 
floating capital, and in many other re- 
spects is less desirable than the in- 
stallment plan would be.’’

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Diffivulty 
has been encountered in working out re- 
turns for the excess profits tax in many 
lines of business where there is.a com- 
posite capitalization—partly investment 
of funds and partly patents, concessions, 
special opportunities, or privileges. To 
meet the situation, the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue issued the following 
decision today: 

Article 18 of Regulations No. 41 
(which provides for,a constructive cap- 
ital for the purpose of applying the 
graduated rates prescribed by Séetion 
201 of the act of Oct. 3, 1917, in cases in 
which the deduction is determined under 
Section 210) applies only to cases in 
which the Secretary of the Treasury is 
unable satisfactorily to determine the 
invested capital for the taxable year, 
(including cases arising under Article 
52 of Regulations No. 41.) 

“If the deduction, is so determined 
only upom the ground: that the Secretary 
of the Treasury, is unable satisfactorily 
to determine the amount of i ivésted
